Wie the Czech Government's 
early sympathy for the Jew- 
ish cause and Israel clearly stem- 
med from political considerations, 
the cooperation and initiative of 
its airline here was in no small 
measure due to the efforts of 
George Tausely who became its 
manager in 1947 after  che- 
quered career. 

Born in Austria to a Czech 
Jewish family of landowners, 
Tauasig served a year in the Aus- 
trian army before leaving the 
country for Czechoslovakia in

“But none of us 
had the slightest navigational 
knowledge, and we were com- 
polled to persuade the captain 
τ at the point of a gun, un- 
fortunately — to bring us in off 
Herzliya.” There, during the 
night, the immigrants were trans- 
ferred into lifeboats operated by 
the Hagana, 

“I remember being uzzled by 
the attitude of the British,” says 
Mr. Taussig. “They apparently 
had advance knowledge of the 
operation, for while the 
embarkation was in process, they 
shot flares over the coast and 
also in the direction of the ship 
itself.” 

But the “illegals” were ~ per- 
mitted to land and quickly dis- 
perse without interference. 

“It was only when the 17 of 
us — who had helped man the 
oars in the lifeboats during the 
operation — were returning to 
release the ship's crew, that the 
British pounced on us.” 

Mr. Tausalg is now sure that 
the British authorities in Pales- 
tine had sought to avoid _politi- 
eal complications with the Yishuv 
at the time. 

“They let the immigrants get 
away, then detained what they 
thought were the crew return- 
ing to the ship. In this way 
they sought to demonstrate to 
the Arabs that they were deter- 
mined to enforce the restric- 
tions of the White Paper, but 
that in this particular case they 
had arrived too late to arrest 
anyone but the crew.”

the reason, the mandatory au- 
thorittes soon found they had 
caught a Tartar.

Thus Josephus 
holds in volume I that the Judean 
War was fought over God and re- 
liglon; in the second, the peasant 
lender John of Gischuia asserts it 
was caused by the price of figs and 
olives, wherens in the final volume 
Feuchtwanger haa the war result 
from both causes. For deaplte ἃ 
widely known sympathy for tho 
“rational experimental society" In 
the Soviet Union, he could 
never fully embrace Marxism. He 
was peraunded Unut the world could 
not be explained without Marx, but 
it coukt not be explained by Marx 
alone. 


Novels of ideas 


The historical novel @ Ia Feucht- 
wanger, dL ean be seven from this 
re-lasue, was disUnct from the ro- 
mantic speeles from which the genre 
drew its varly fame. There 1s no 
swordpluy, no dashing heroism, πὸ 
nexunl explots -- ulthough the bou- 
dolr looma large alongside other 
fuctors in motivating human uction 
and altering Ue course of history. 
Frenehtwanger’s historieal novels are 
Intellectual novela, novels of ideas, 
Liou: ly thesis novels. For, 
though uchLwanger was drawn to 
notion, he was even more powerful- 
ly drawa te insight, delineation and 
fust explanation. Feuchtwanger ans 
rarely Interested in udvocating Κ᾿ 
position but inerely in illuminating 
the issues inherent in a problem. 
Thus, in his most Marxist period, 
there Is no evidence of this sym- 
pathy. for every Marxist argument, 
there ig one to counteract it. Feucht- 
wanger rematned fundamentally a 
sceptic despite private pronounce- 
ments of engagement. He used his- 
tory ‘to illuminate act the past but 
the present — [.6. to view contem- 
porary happenings and problems 
in a past setting, to enable the 
reader to view them with greater 
perspective und detachment. Under- 
lying it all was Oo belief in an un- 
changing, 
and an optimism In ἃ. graduol, non- 
Hnear progress of mankind. 

Fuechtwanger's best works, &X- 
‘cepting perhaps “Goya,” deal in 
some way with Jewish concerns. In 
"Power" and the Josephus trilogy, 
Jews serve a8 the infinltely com- 
plex and deeply torn protagonis}s, 
In “Success” and ‘Paris Gazette, 
he directs a penetrating Hight into 
conditions giving rixe to aati-Se- 
mitiam and the problematic eondi- 
tions of exile. Even the novels “οἵ 
secondary importance are good when 
they revolve about Jews. Thus, "The 
Oppermanns,” which sketched the 
impact of Hitler's takeover on ἃ 
jewish family, lends itself success- 
fully’ to rereading today. In “Raquel 
or Tae Jewess of Toledo" he re- 
to a court Jew 


snared a King of Castille. Here he 


-demonatrated that: pogroms, fught. 


and regettiement were .a ‘seemingly 
permanent.feature of the Jewlah 
‘conditfon.

Jewish soul. In fact, Biblical studies 
were hig sole genuine legecy from 
the Orthodox home in which he 
grew up and aguinst which ho car- 
nestly rebelled, pantly because of 
the Orthodoxy, as a teenage intel- 
lectual, 

It was in this home that he had 
firat seen Josephus’ works dn Ger- 
man translation and that he had 
become enthralled with the seem- 
ing paradoxes of the ‘historlun's life. 
Intensive clasalcal studies had deep- 
ened his Interest in the Judaco- 
Graeco-Roman worlds and what each 
of the antique civilizations must 
have brought to the moulding of 
an open Jntelleat. Still later, Feucht- 
wanger had embraced the notion 
that the European drive for power, 
the Immersion In activism, would 
be supplanted in time by Oriental 
concepts of passivity and resigna- 
tlon; that Nietzsche would be te- 
placed by Buddha. He had written 
“Jew Suess” not to depict the ma- 
chinations of another court-Jew, but 
rather to illustrate his do-nothing, 
want-nothing attitude. Like Walter 
Rathenau, another Jewlah leader who 
allowed ‘himself to “fall,” Suess 
had opted for resignation, having 
recognized the ephemera] character 
of power, There was a conscious 
dealgn In Feuchtwanger's choice of 
a Jewlsh hero to deal with an In- 
dian theme: in the Jew, Lion Feucht- 
wanger envisaged the bridge between 
Europe and Asia, between the “old 
and the new covenant.” In “Jose- 
phus” Feuchtwanger ia stilt much 
preoceupled with the lure of the 
East on Roman culture and ‘ils Dr. 
Joseph ben ‘Matthias perceives his 
role ag leader, historian and intel- 
lectual to serve a8 ἃ bridge be- 
tween two diatinctive ways of life. 

But soon the old polarity of Hast 
and West ylelds to the dominant 
theme of the novel, cosmopolitaniam 
vs. nationalism, and the minor ones 
of action and Insight or even rea- 
son and Instinct. In approaching his 
maln theme Feuchtwanger has in 
mind not only the jarring develop- 
ments in a Burope in which Fasc- 
iam ‘has apotheosized all national- 
iam, but also by Inference, the polar 
tension hetween Jewish assimilation- 
ism and Zionism. 


Between Rome and Judea 


Josephus’ transformation !s com- 
plete. He comes to Rome on a dip- 
Jomatic misaion determined to Im- 
press upon the mastors of the world 
the proud heritage of the Hast, but 
finds himself drawn inatead Into 
the cultural orbit of the Roman 
world. Once again, a Jew awho has 
left the confines of his spiritual 
home Is awed by the treasures he 
uncovers in the outside world, But 
soon hig political mission in Rome 
la ended and he returns to Judea, 
there to become a ‘leader of the 
extreme nationalist wing. The hot- 
headedness of Josephus is counter- 
balanced by the cool reason employ- 
ed by Josephus’ alter ego, Julius of

“any manner of likeness” of things 
which are in heaven or in earth, 
we have been naturally surprised 
hy the abundance of Jewish plastic 
and graphic art expressions, espe- 
eially those which archacological 
discoveries show were prevalent in 
supposedly more “Orthodox” anti- 
yquity. Even more apparently con- 
tradictory is the fact that these 
representaWons already existed dur- 
ing the “heroic” age of the Jewlsh 
People and assumed some of thelr 
most forceful expression in that 
most spiritual of settings, Solo- 
mon's Temple. The great Javer or 
"sea" found there, according to the 
Book of Kings, Js but one Instanac 
uf an ancient specifically Jewdsh 
three-dimiensional dnage.

The subject of the origins of 
Christian rellglous art comes up again 
and again In the volume. Archaeolo- 
gical researches alone over the past 
suveral decades tend to corroborate 
the view proposed at the turn of 
the century that Christian religious 
art drew its sustenance primarily 
from Jewish religious form and 
thought. Substantlation of this ar- 
gument js found in the articles by 
André Grabar and Harald Rlesen- 
feld, in both of which the famed 
murals of the Dura-Europos syna- 
gogue of the mid-third century are 
Indicated as predecesgors of various 
Christian iconographic motifs. 
Even more interesting is

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theory that the Septuagint — the 
Greek transtation of the Jewish 
Bible dating to the first three cen- 
tunles B.C.B. — at some time dur- 
ing those centuries oxisted in illus- 
trated form.

It certainly seems absurd that

I 
see no reason why Israel should 
have adopted this self-denying 
ordinance in relation to Israeli 
films, If the owners of such films 
will not release them, Television 
House should make more and 
more original films, 
_ In the U.S., the result of mak- 
ing films for television is that 
TV audiences are no longer fed 
only films made with old- 
fashioned techniques. Although 
studios are still limiting them- 
selves to TV films suitable for 
family viewing, with bed only 
hinted at as the logical end of 
kisses and caresses, many new 
ideas are coming across in the 
direction and acting. 


Small can look big 


At one time, it was thought 
that the TV screen could not 
earry mighty events: everything 
done for it had to be small and 
intimate. This is a fallacy. Just 
as Shakespeare managed to com- 
press the battle of Agincourt 
into his wooden Ὁ, so his succes- 
sors in the BBC have managed 
to squeeze Austerlitz into a 23- 
inch screen. We saw this only 
this week in “War and Peace,” in 
which those elegant Oxonlans, 
dressed up for some reason in 
Russian and French fancy dress 
of the Napoleonic era, banged 
away at each other with great 
conviction, although emerging at 
all times as pukka sahibs on 
the North-West Frontier. -

did not miss a great deal, since 
I saw the film and heard enough 
of the very protracted argument 
to have my own views confirmed. 

What emerged is that it is a 
cardinal error to confuse the pro- 
blems of immigrants with those 
of veterans in need of housing. 
Two decades ago, Ben-Gurion 
said we love immigration but hate 
immigrants. 

When I first arrived in Israel, 
an old German veteran at the 
kibbutz told me that she felt 
like a swimmer trying desperate- 
ly to get to the shore; just as 
she was about to reach it, another 
wave of immigration took her 
out of her depth. And when we 
were organizing one of these 
“adopt an immigrant" schemes in 
Ashkelon, a sabra told me bitter- 
ly that he bad seen immigrants 
outstrip the native-born in every 
field except the Army — “they 
leave this to us because they 
don’t want it.” But they were 
clearly wrong: as one member of 
the panel shrewdly pointed out, 
every wave of immigration im- 
proves the economy and raises 
the standard of living. 


Sympathy won’t help 


All this talk about sabras and 
veterans being nice to newcomers 
is based on the misapprehension 
that such niceness can help. To 
use a cliché, immigrants go into 
culture shock, caused by the 
change to a bizarre language they 
cen neither talk nor read, a dif- 
ferent economic system, different 
foods, different customs, different 
health systems, different every- 
thing. 1 have found that no 
amount of explanation helps them 
when they are in this state — 
they simply don’t hear; they are 
lost. in the misery of finding that 
Jerusalem is not Los Angeles, or 
London, or Moscow, or Baghdad, 
or Casablanca. It is a waste of 
their time and yours to offer 
them a shoulder: to ery on. Prob- 
ably they'll n 
shock as Inhabitants of a Middle 
Eastern country with a Western 
gloss on It: if they don't, they’ 1 
go somewhere else. 

On the other hand, as one 
member of the panel! noted, cater- 
ing for immigrant needs has no- 
thing to do with the problems 
of young Israelis, or the hope- 
lessly inadequate land and hous- 
ing policies of the Government 
and the Lands authority: It is 
not -because of immigration that 
the boy we saw in the film can- 
not buy a home on an Israeli 
salary. With apartments in simple 
Shikun Ovdim buildings costing 
1L150,000, it is obvious that no 
honest young Israeli, starting 
from scratch, can hope to acquire 
a home, even with existing finan- 
cial aid programmes. :
